The seriousness of Bonaparte was so remarkable, 
that it called forth more than once the banterings of his 
young companions ; but he was not ofa character either 
to submit to rudeness, or become piqued at a well inten- 
tioned joke ; but ifthey in their mirth o’erstepped the 
prescribed bounds, his calm and dignified look soon re- 
called them to order; thus, the young Lieutenant never 
allowed himself to be made the butt of their raillery— 
and those much older than he was, and of a much more 
elevated station, would cringe before the cold dignity of 
his leok, 

Bonaparte was fond of literature and science, and his 
favorite authors were those of the most reflective and 
philosophic, and when he wished to give himself up to 
dreams of imagination, he read Ossian.

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Brooklyn Dry Dock Humbug. 
Things in relation to the infamous corruptions that 
have been practised at the Brooklyn Dry Dock for some 


years past, have turked out just as we expected they 


would; and as we heave repeatedly predicted. ‘The 
Naval Appropriatien Bill is now before Congress, to 
provide the ways and means for paying all expenses 


connected with the Navy Department for the ensuing 
year. Yery well. Among the various items is 
amounting to about $1,000,000 for the expenses of the 
works on the Brooklyn Dry Dock for the next year.— 
The insertion of this item gave rise toa very long dis- 
cussion, which discussion alone cost the people of the 
country about $2000 for the day's expenses ; 
the members complained of the infamous system of cor 

ruption that had been carried on in relation to this Dry 
Dock ever since it was commenced; that there was a 
large lot of suckers, harpies, loafers, and hangers on of 
all kinds eternally around this work to steal and plunder 
in every possible way when they could get a chance ;

It was shown that the splendid Dry Dock at Charles 
town Navy Yard only cost about $700,000—that the 

. magnificent Dry Dock at Norfolk on!y cost about $890, 
000; or something less, in both these cases; whilst the 
concern over in Brooklyn, on account of the thieving 
that has long boen going on there, (and which the Sud 
terranean has for years told the public at large and 
members of Congress abdut,) has already cost over $2,- 
000,000, or something near two millions and a half of 
dollars; whereas we believe that up tothe present mo- 
ment all the foundation piles have not been driven, and 

not a single block of stone has yet been laid. 

The effect of all this scandalous robbery and conse 
quent delay has been to cause the Naval Committee in 
the House of Representatives to strike out all appropri- 
ation for the Brooklyn Dry Dock for the ensuing year; 
which movement, if persisted in, will cause not only ve- 
ry great delay in the completion of the work, but almost 
irreparable injury to that part of it which has already 
ben executed ; viz. the excavations and so forth; and 
may ultimately lead to the total abandonment of this 
Dry Dock for our harbor, 

At any rate, it is evident from what has passed in the 
House of Representatives within the last few days that 
the members of that body wil! not vote fora single cent 
more to be expended on this Brooklyn Stone Dock, un- 
less they can have full and ample assurance, from the 
proper sources, that every dollar of the people’s maney 
which they vote for this purpose will be expended for 
the purposes which they appropriate it for, and for no- 
thing else; and that the thieves who have been hanging 
around the works at Brooklyn, and the Treasury at 
Washington, will not be allowed to steal any more than 
they have stolen already. 

And there is another point also on which they are de- 
termined and united ; it is this: that the work shall be 
fully completed, in all its sections, and ready to receive 
the largest kind of line of battle ships, within a certain 
given, definite and specified time ; and that the contrac- 
tors for the various portions of it, shall give ample and 
unquestionably good bonds for the due performance of 
this arrangement; and that ifthe Dock shall not be fin- 
ished by the time specified, then the contractors shall be 
compelled to go on and finish it in a proper manner at 
their own expense. Movements to this effect have al- 
ready been made in Congress, and for our own parts we 
most cordially coincide therewith; and believe that the 
Dock never will be finished unless some such steps are 
taken. 

The U.S. Senate do not seem entirely disposed to 
agree with the House in ail these views, because they 
do not so fully understand the subject. And again, on 
the other hand, neither is the House thoroughly inform- 
ed about the whole of the roguery that has taken place 
in connection with this most infamous fraud. Let them 
make a thorough investigation into the whole matter 
from its commencement to the present hour.

This was a very curious movement; and neither it, 
nor the relative position of the parties concerned, nor the 
motives which actuated them, have yet been properly 
explained. We shall endeavor to do this without the 
slightest partiality or suppression of the trath in any 
way. 

Ritchie wag described by Jolin Randolph, some years 
Since, as & man of seven principles—“ five loaves and 
two fishes;” and he was then very correctly designated. 
He was that character then, and is so still, and we pre- 
sume that he willever remain so. It is all humbug for 
him or his friends to talk about his independence of char- 
acter, or the independence of his newspaper; when it is 
noforious that he came to Washington for no other pur- 
pose, and having no other object in view, than the tre- 
mendous profits which he was promised out of the pub- 
lie printing, and other publie plunder, He cared noth- 
ing about what are termed the principles of this party, 
or that party, or of any party, or set of men under the 
canopy of Heaven. He cared for himselfand himself 
alone; and how large a share he could appropriate to 
himself out of the public plunder. And this was all 
that brought him to Washington, 

Ritchie has never cared any thing in the least for the 
interests of the peaple or the country at large; whatever 
he advocated he did so because it increased the circula- 
tion of his paper, the Richmond Enquirer, and gave 
him what he thought was a proud position in the “ Old 
Dominion.” This was the sum total of his indepen- 
dence about which so much gas has recently been blown 
off in the Globe and other papers that are only toadying 
and truckling to the corruptions of the different Depart- 
ments at Washington. 

Well, he came to Washington; he brought young 
Heiss with him; he got the publie printing from both 
Houses of Congress; and a most corrupt bargain it was. 
Thousands upon thousands of dollars they have made 
out of the infamous job already, and many thousands 
more they will make out of it before they can be made to 
disgorge, or get their fangs out of the carcase, Because 
there will be a vast amount of unfinished printing to do 
up, as in the case of Blair & Rives, that may last for 
years, 

And all this came out of the hard earnings of the peo- 
ple; out of the heavy duties on imports, the taxes of va- 
rious kinds, &e, Every man who buys a hat, pair of 
shocs, shirt, coat,any kind of outer garment, smokes a 
cigar, or drinks a glass of grog, has to pay his share of 
this for several yetrs to come; and has had to do so for 
many years past. This plunder of the hard working 
people was the price of the bargain made by Ritchie for 
toad ying to and blindly supporting all the corruptions of

And this is the sort of independence that the numer- 
ous jackasses al! over thecountry who conduct the small 
fry of toadying and corrupt newspapers, claim for Old 
Ritchie, and about which they have been bawling so 
loudly lately; and abusing Mr. Calhoun and the few 
honest men left in the city of Washington. Out upon 
such miserable wretches who disgrace the form of man; 
who are little better than a pestilence upon the face of 
the earth; and who ought to be kicked from off it with- 
out tke least loss of time. 

But to come to the point about which so great an out- 
cry has been raised ; the expulsion of Old Ritchie from 
the floor of the Senate of the United States. And in re- 
lation to this we should like to esk, what right Mr. 
Ritebie had on the floor of that Chamber any more than 
any other editor or reporter inthe Union? It is alleged 
that this privilege accorded to him in order that he might 
have greater facilities for conducting—or thereby be 
better enabled to understand how to manage—the public 
printing for the Senate. 

This is all a mere humbug. He didn’t conduct that 
or the business department of the Union newspaper at 
all.

which they have each made very large fortunes. Blair 
never saw tothis; neither did Ritchie in the least. 

That miserable pretext then falls to the ground; and 
Ritchie was not one of those privileged characters which 
the rules and regulations of the Senate allow to come on 
the floor of that Chamber; which being a most misera- 
bly small one can accommodate but a few persons at a 
time. Ritchie therefore had never any right toa place 
on the floor, and had nothing, then, to complain of, in 
the abstract, upon that ground, He is still allowed to 
go into the strangers’ Gallery, or the reporters’ Gallery ; 
and old Blair, with all his insolence, corruption, and 
haughty aristocratic bearing, never cared to go any 
where else except into this latter plaee, 

So much for the independence, virtue, and principles 
of old Ritchie, and the wrongs and sufferings he has en- 
dured by being kicked off the floor of the Senate. At 
the same time, those members of the Senate who took of- 
fence at the article in the Union were excessively fool- 
ish; and Senator Yulee was a noodle-head to make such 
a ridiculous fuss about it. If it was true, old Ritchie 
had a right to print it; if it. was false, its falsehood could 
easily be shown up and exposed by any of the Senators 
onthe floor of their Chamber. That must be a very 
poor wretched character, indeed, that can’t live down 
slander, be it either written or spoken; and Yulee, 
whom we know well, is one of the last of those U, S, 
Senators that ought to fire up at any thing of the kind, 
“ Those who live in glass houses,” &c. but the proverb 
is somewhat musty. 

It would be a sorry day for th.s country, when the 
press should be muzzled; although we feel certain that 
such a day cannot come by any possibility without a 
most fearful and bloody revolution. Members of Con- 
gress, and all members of all Legislatures should re- 
member that very, very frequently they are elected to the 
seats they occupy by the grossest frauds, and the most 
infernal systcm of corruption ; they shoul! also remem- 
ber that a very large portion of the people who vote for 
them have never seen them, and do not know any thing 
about them, except that they were selected and nominat- 
ed by a corrupt set of scoundrels in some caucus, and 
that they were voted for and elected to highly redponsi- 
ble places because they professed to belong to what is 
called “the Party.” 

The people know all this; they have their doubts 
about how these chaps will behave when they get into 
their seets; they also very frequently hear and read 
that these very fellows do continually conduct them- 
selves like most contemptible or like most corrupt scoun- 
drels; that they squander the people’s hard earned mo- 
ney ; that many of them steal it; that they also destroy

Tae Prainrietd Bangx.—The Courier and Enquire 
of last Wednesday has the following :—‘ The bills of 
the Plainfield Bank are being bought by the brokers in 
Wall street for fifty cents on the dollar; and the bills of 
Lehigh at 20 cents on the dollar.” This, then, is enough 
to condemn all concerned in that affair to everlasting 10- 
famy inthis community. It dies not mend the matter 
to say that the notes will be ultimately redeemed dollur 
for dollar, because we con’t believe that they ever will 
be; and you can’t make the community believe so either. 
Besides it will be many months before these Plainfield 
rags will be redeemed by the Receivers; and even then 
they may not fetch over 70 or 80 cents on a dollar, if 
they do fetch as much as that. And then again nearly 
all these bills have been and are held by the) oorest and 
most hard working classes of the community ; men who 
have but from $1 to $5 or $10 in the world; and they 
cannot wait for the money ; they must sell them for any 
price they will bring. 

Great numbers of poor people Ifave already sold them 
for anything they could get for them, in order to buy 
bread for their families. ‘The agenis here, the sons of 
Beach, try to throw the blame on the New Jersey Leyis- 
lature; and a set of thieves connected with certain news- 
papers who have made money out of the swindle, echo 
the cry. ‘This is humbug. The Bank was a humbug. 
It was never organized legally, Beach was the whole 
bank. ‘The specie was carted backwards and forwards 
at the pleasure of Beach, between New York and Plain- 
field. ‘T'here were no accounts nor books kept at the 
Bank, nor of the Bank, by Beach or any body else.— 
The specie might step out any night and so might all 
the rest, and the bank be blown tothe devil at an hour’s 
notice. ‘The Legislatute found this out; they sent o 
Committee to examine into it; Beach’s sons got wind of 
this and contrived to have a show of specie and other 
funds there to about $60,000 or over. The Committee 
saw through the manoeuvre, and recommended the im- 
mediate appointment of receivers, to goto Plainfield and 
seize the assets in order to save the bill-holders before 
every thing stept'out. This was done and the Receivers 
reached Plainficld ina few hours after the Committee 
had left. Butthey were too late. The stuff had al- 
ready stept out with a vengeance. The Receivers 

found only $3500 in the Bank; of this $761 dollars were 
in current bills and the rest in 5 cent pieces and other 
speice. ‘They also found $20,000 in what was called 
“ Bills receivable.”” And Beach’s sons own that there 
were at least $90,000 of these Bills in circulation. Who 
says in the face of this that the whole Bank was not an 
infamous swindle ?
